HEDGES 

There  is  no  planting  that  so  emphasizes  distinction  as 
a nice,  well  kept  hedge.  For  landscaping  it  is  effective,  and 
is  useful  for  dividing  lines,  screens,  or  shutting  off  an  un- 
desirable view,  and  lends  an  air  of  seclusion.

Sprinkle  your  vines  with  air  slacked  lime  to  keep  the 
striped  bugs  away. 

Spray  rocsts  and  chicken  houses  with  kerosene  to  kill 
off  the  red  mites. 

Do  you  have  trouble  getting  rid  of  rats  ? Try  this  recom- 
m.cnded  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.  Mix  with 
any  good  feed  that  rats  like  barium  carbonate.  Use  one-fifth 
barium  carbonate  to  four-fifths  of  feed.  It  is  believed  that 
this  is  not  a deadly  poison  but  do  not  take  any  chances  and 
keep  away  from  other  animals.  Rats  do  millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  damage  every  year  and  the  only  way  to  get  them 
is  to  keep  everlasting  at  it  and  when  they  get  so  they  will 
not  eat  one  poison  try  another. 

Next  to  rat's,  mosquitoes  and  flies  ■jj'i'e  the  peskiest 
pests  going.  Here  is  a reliable  repellant : Oil  of  citronella, 
1 ounce ; spirits  of  camphor,  1 ounce ; oil  of  cedar  % ounce. 
Rubbed  on  hands  and  face  will  not  have  to  be  renewed  for 
several  houi’s. 

Destroy  Dandelions 

A spray  that  will  destroy  dandelions  recommended  by  the 
Wisconsin  experiment  station.  Dissolv'e  iron  sulphate,  which 
is  obtained  at  any  drug  store,  in  water  at  the  rate  of  two 
pounds  to  a gallon  of  water.  One  gallon  will  spray  860 
square  feet  of  lawn.  Spray  in  May,  June  and  once  during  the 
early  fall.  *A  compressed  air  sprayer  with  a mist  spray  is 
the  most  economical  and  effective  way  of  using  this  solution.
